WASHINGTON tt’.P* 
Labor De­ 
partment officials saw signs today 
that nearly five million Americans 
are out of work in the recession. 
'I he department reported a rec 
Ord high of 3.130,20(1 persons were 
drawing unemployment insurance 
during the week ended Feb 
15. 
Experts said the insured total is 
usually about two-thirds of the to­ 
tal jobless figure, which reached 
4,500,000 in January. 
Administration officials have pre­ 
dicted that unemployment would 
begin to decline in mid March They 
said February should prove to be 
the peak month for joblessness. 
The 3.130.2(H) figure reported Fri­ 
day, 
represents 
the 
number 
of 
Workers 
claiming 
unemployment 
benefits after being out of work a 
week or more. 
The total was the highest since 
Hu 
unemployment insurance sys­ 
tem started paying benefits. 
How­ 
ever, 43 million workers of the 07 
million in the labor force are now 
covered by the program compared 
to only IO million 20 years ago.

Tragedy Stuns 
Small Kentucky 
Community 


PRESTONSBURG, Ky. (UP) 
DI- 
vers go to the bottom of treacher­ 
ous and swift Big Sandy River to- 
day to seek the bodies of 26 child­ 
ren and a bus driver, victims of 
the most tragic school bus accident 
in the nation's history. 
The victims died when the bus, 
which carried 
high 
school and 
grade school pupils, plunged over 
a SO-foot cliff into the rain-swollen 
river after a collision with two 
other vehicles Friday morning. 


Fourteen other children escaped 
through an emergency door before 
the swift current sucked the bua 
under water and carried it down­ 
stream for at least 50 feet, 


It was likely bodies were swept 
out of the bus after it submerged. 
Gobles Lose Three Children 
Mr 
and Mrs 
James B. Gobi# 
lost their three children. Two oth­ 
er families were left childless. Sev­ 
en families lost two children each. 
The small farming communttiea 
in this area were stunned by tho 
tragedy. The village of Cow Creek, 
where about 
IOO families reside, 
lost 14 children. 
Goble runs the community store 
in Cow Creek. His wife teaches 33 
children in 
the 
village’s grade 
school. They lost their three chil­ 
dren, James E.‘, 12, John Spencer, 
ll. and Anna Laura, 9. 
Mrs. Goble was teaching when 
Bill Darby, a neighbor, ran to the 
schoolhouse to tell her what had 
happened. 
“ I prayed that at least one of 
the three might he saved, but I 
knew in my heart I had lost all 
my children,” she said. 
Later, Darby learned he had loot 
his daughter, sister and niece In 
the accident. 
Three divers sought toiocate the 
bus on the rocky river bottom end 
attach cables to the vehicle. A reft 
was taken out and anchored for use 
of the divers and their equipment 
A powerful bulldozer was ready 
to pull the submerged vehicle to 
the shore when lines were attached. 
Coast Guard Lt. John Mundy, in 
charge of the operation, estimated 
it would take at least seven houri. 
The bus was located IO hours 
after it dropped into the river. It 
lay in about 20 feet of water, 50 
feet downstream 
from where it 
toppled into the stream. The riv­ 
er is about IOO feet wide at the 
spot 
The current is 6 knots, about 
8 miles per hour. 
Bill Deedy, 12, of Sugar Loaf, 
Ky., opened the emergency door 
when the bus hit water and waa 
the first to escape the death trap. 
Returns to Help 
”1 had a numb feeling when the 
I bus went over the cliff,” he said. 
f ile first thing I thought of when 
the water came in was to open the 
hack door I jumped out and swam 
to shore. 
Then I went back and 
helped two boys out.” 
There were other heroes— Isaac 
Vanderpool, 17, Emma, Ky., and 
Claude Kendrick, 15, Buifalo, Ky., 
w ho were aboard the bus, and Don­ 
ald Horn, driver of a tow-truck 
with which the bus collided before 
its plunge over the cliff. 
Vanderpool got out of the emer­ 
gency door, swam to the river bank 
and then returned to help others 
out of the bus. 
He got one girl 
out and helped her to the bank. 
He returned again to the bua. 
“ I saw a little girl’* arm reach­ 
ing through a window. I caught 
hold of her. 
But the bus submerg­ 
ed before I could get her out,” ha 
said. 
Children Scream 
Kendrick said the children w ert 
“screaming and hollering” when 
the bus careened down the cliff.
